For the ten vears ending with 1913 the tase
collecterd in Oregon amounted to S]4:
OO0, Considering the average for the ten
vears, this amount is over onefourth of the
assessel valuation of property m the stare.

Oregon taxes for 1913 for all
state and local, were in the
stim of $23,083.000.

The per capita taxes went p from §11.42
in 1902 to $30.50 per capia for the vear 1913

While the population increased from 29.000
to 30,000 annually or whout 7 Y4 per cent, t
mereased annually 37 per cent,

According to the United States census Mon-
tana held the per capita tax record up
1912, 826.80 for man, woman amnd child,

Ihe total' bonded indebtedness of Cregon
tas gone up from $7.90 per capita in 1890 to
$71.00 per capita in 1913, (L. S, census,)

The Inln_| honded debt at the close of 1915
was $53,505825, with an annual interest
charpe of $2.786,833.
